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EXPLANATORY REMARKS. 



The Scale of the Parish Plana is the 1 -2500th of the actual length on the 
ground, and is equal to 25-344 inches to a mile, or 3-157 chains to an inch, 
which is very approximately equal to one square inch to one acre, the square of 
1 -0018 inch being equal to one acre. 

The length of each sheet is 1^ miles, and the breadth 1 mile, the area of each 
sheet is therefore 960 acres. 

Each enclosure has a reference number to the area which is given in this Book ; 
in the case of towns and large villages encircled bj a red band, one number and 
area only are given for the portion within the red band, unless they are contained 
in more than one parishi in which case a number is given for the portion included 
in each pariah. 

The Braces [ S ] on the plans are to indicate that the spaces so braced are in- 
cluded under the same reference number. 

The Altitudes in feet above the Mean Level of the Sea are written thus — 31 '4.

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EXPLANATORY REMARKS. 



The scale of the Parish Plans is the l-25(X)th of the actual length on the 
ground, and is equal to 25*344 inches to a mile, or 3*157 chains to an inch, 
which 18 very approximately equal to one squai'e inch to one acre, the square of 
1 *0018 inch being equal to one acre. 

The length of each sheet is 1^ miles, and the width 1 mile, the area of each 
sheet is therefore 960 acres. 

Each enclosure has a reference number tq the s^eh which is given in this Book. 

The Braces (/) on the plans are to indicate that the spaces so braced are in- 
cluded under the same reference number. 

The Altitudes in feet above the Mean Level of the Sea are written thus — 31 '4. 

The Scale of the Plans of the County is 6 incfaes to a mile, and each sheet con* 
tains the same area as 16 sheets of the Parish Plans. There is therefore a double 
reference number to each sheet, as VI. 9., the Roman Numerals referring to the 
County Plans, th^ Arabic Figures to the Parish Plans. 

The dimensions of the sheets on the Six-inch scale being four miles by six miles, 
the area ia twenty-four square miles, equal to 15,360 acres.

The areas are computed to the centre of fence, or other boundary of enclosure, 
except in the following cases : — 

(1.) When the fence or other boundary iB also the boundary of a Parish or other Civil Division, which 
does not follow the centre of the fence, the area is calculated to the Parish or other boundary, and not to 
the centre. 

(2.) The fences, &c., bounding either side of a railway are included wholly within its area. 



N.B. — ^To convert Decimal Fractions of an Acre into Roods and Perches, 
multiply the decimal first by 4 and then by 40, preserving the same number of dedmaLs 
in the product

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EXPLANATORY REMARKS, 



The Scale of the Parish Plans is the 1 -2500th of the actual length on the 
groondy and is equal to 25*344 inches to a mile, or 3 '157 chains to an inch, 
which is very approximately equal to one squai'e inch to one acre, the square of 
1*0018 inch being equal to one acre. 

The length of each ftheet is 1^ miles, and the breadth 1 mile, the area of each 
sheet is therefore 960 acres. 

Each enclosure has a reference number to the area which is given in this Book ; 
in the case of towns and large villages encircled by a red band, one number and 
area only are given for the portion within the red band, unless they are contained 
in more than one parish, in which case a number is given for the portion included 
in each parish. 

The Braces [ S ] on the plans are to indicate that the spaces so braced are in- 
cluded under the same reference number. 

The Altitudes in feet above the Mean Level of the Sea are written thus — 31 '4. 

The Scale of the County Plans is 6 inches to a mile, and each sheet contains 
16 sheets of the Parish Plans. There is therefore a double reference number to 
each sheet . of the Parish Plaud, as VI. 9., the first number referring to the County 
Plansy the second number to the Parish Plans. 

The dimensions of the sheets on the Six-inch scale being four miles by six miles 
the area is twenty-four square miles, equal to 15,860 acres.

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EXPLANATORY REMARKS. 



The Scale of the Parish Plans is the 1 -2500th of the actual length on the 
ground, and is equal to 25*344 inches to a mile, or 3*157 chains to an inch, 
which is very approximately equal to one square inch to one acre, the square of 
1*0018 inch being equal to one acre. 

The length of each sheet is 1^ miles^ and the breadth 1 mile, tlie area of each 
sheet is therefore 960 acres. 

Each enclosure has a reference number to the area which is given in this Book ; 
in the case of towns and large villages encircled by a red band, one number and 
area only are given for the portion within the red band, unless they are contained 
in more than one parish, in which case a number is given for the portion included 
in each parish. 

The Braces [ S ] on the plans are to indicate that the spaces so braced are in- 
cluded under the same reference number. 

The Altitudes in feet above the Mean Level of the Sea are written thus —Si '4. 

The Scale of the County Plans is 6 inches to a mile, and each sheet contains 
16 sheets of the Parish Plans. There is therefore a double reference number to 
each sheet t)f the Parish Plans, as VL 9., the first number referring to the County 
Plans, the second number to the Parish Plans. 

The dimensions of the sheets on the Six-inch scale being four miles by six miles 
the area is twenty-four square miles, equal to 15,360 acres*

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EXPLANATORY REMARKS. 



The scale of the Parish Plans is the 1 -2600th of the actual length on the 
ground, and is equal to 25*344 inches to a mile, or 3*157 chains to an inch, 
which is very approximately equal to one square inch to one acre, the square of 
1 -0018 inch being equal to one acre. 

The length of each sheet is 1^ miles, and the width 1 mile, the area of each 
sheet is therefore 960 acres. 

Each enclosure has a reference number to the area which is given in this Book* 

The Braces (/) on the plans are to indicate that the spaces so braced are in- 
cluded under the same reference number. 

The Altitudes in feet above the Mean Level of the Sea are written thus — 31 *4. 

The Scale of the Plans of the County is 6 inches to a mile, and each sheet con- 
tains the same area as 16 sheets of the Parish Plans. There is therefore a double 
reference number , to each sheet, as YI. 9., the. Roman Numerals referring to the 
County Plans, thj Arabic Figures to the Parish Plans. 

The dimensions of the sheets on the Six-inch scale being four miles by six miles, 
the area is twenty-four square miles, equal to 15,360 acres.

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EXPLANATORY REMARKS. 



The Scale* of the Parish Plans is the 1 -2500th of the actual length on the 
ground, and is equal to 25 •344 inches to a mile, or 3 '157 chains to an inch, 
which is very approximately equal to one square inch to one acre, the square of 
1 -0018 inch being equal to one acre. 

The length of each sheet is IJ miles, and the breadth 1 mile, the area of each 
sheet is therefore 960 acres. « 

Each enclosure has a reference number to the area which is given in this Book ; 
in the case of towns and large villages encircled by a red band, one number and 
area only are given for the portion within the red band, unless they are contained 
in more than one parish, in which case a number is given for the portion included 
in each parish* 

The Braces [ S] on the plans are to indicate that the spaces so braced are in- 
cluded under the same reference number. 

The Altitudes in feet above the Mean Level of the Sea are written thus — 31 '4. 

The Scale of the County Plans is 6 inches to a mile, and each sheet contuns 
16 sheets of the Parish Plans. There is therefore a double reference number to 
each sheet of the Parish Plans, as VI. 9., the first number referring to the County 
Plans, the second number to the Parish Plans. 

The dimensions of the sheets on the Six-inch scale being four miles by six miles, 
the area is twenty-four square miles, equal to 15,360 acres.
